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COL. THOS. 
CAMPBELL, 

Veteran of Two Wars and Former 
Hopkins County Man, Dead. 

HIS BROTHER. JAMES CAMPBELL, 

OF MAPISONVILLE. VERY ILL 

Ool. Thomas Campbell, form- 
erly «f Hopkins county, died at 
his home in Louisville Wednes- 
day morning of last week, of 
uraemic poisoning nt the ape of 
sixty-four and was buried at 
Bowling Green on Thanksgiving 
day. Col. Campbell had been 
confined to his bed since last 
August. 

Col. Campbell was a veteran of 
two wars and we of the best be- 
loved citizens of Louisville. He 
was prominent in the councils of 
the leaders of the Republican 
party in the state and a close 
personal friend of such men as 
Judge Walter Evans, Judge 
Clifton J. Pratt and others. 

He*is survived by his wife and 
three sons. 

At the age of sixteen ho en- 
listed in the army for service in 
the Mexican war, and was at the 
battle of Buena Vista and sev- 
eral other important engage- 
ments. 

At the opening of the Civil 
war, he entered the Union army 
as captain in the Twenty-fifth 
Kentucky Infantry. For dis- 
tinguished conduct at the taking 
of Fort Donaldson he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Seventeenth Ken- 
tucky Cavalry. Col. Campbell 
seared •with Grant's army 
through a great part of the war. 
He took part in the engagements 
at Gettysburg and Shiloh, and 
was with Grant at Appomattox. 

At the close of the war Presi- 
dent Lincoln rewarded Col. 
Campbell's brave and faithful 
service by appointing him a col- 
lector of internal revenue. He 
held the office until he was 
elected Clerk of the Hopkins 
County Court shortly after the 
assassination of Mr. Lincoln. 

For five years preceding his 
death Col. Campbell served at 
the Louisville Postoffice 111 the 
capacity of Custodian of Labor. 

Mr. James Campbell, of Mud- 
isonville, a brother of the de- 
ceased, is also in quite ill health 
and was much affected by the 
new; of his brother's death. 

In the early days, before Earl- 
ington was, Col. Thos. Campbell 
and Mr. John G. Morton, MaU- 
isonville's pioneer banker, used 
to come courting together at the 
home of Mr. Crutchfield Young, 
whfch stood on the site now oc- 
cupied by the residence of Mr. 
JohnB. Atkinson. Mr. Morton 
married the daughter of that 
household and both are living at 
a ripe old age at their Madison- 
ville home.

MINING NOTES. 1 



There hav«* been violent labor 
disturbances recently at Bilbao 
as a result of the miners' strike 
and the almost inevitable anar- 
chist association with all such 
movements in Spain. 

Owingsville, Ky., Nov. 27. — 
John Bimian, forty years old, 
was killed at Hardison & Walker 
Clay's mines in Carter county by 
a dynamite explosion. Bimian 
had placed two charges of dyna- 
mite in place, and only one of 
them exploded on time. The 
other did not discharge. Bimian 
weut in to investigate, when it 
was discharged, killing him in- 
stantly. 

The water flow from the Crip- 
ple Creek drainage tunnel has 
been increased until now the to- 
tal flow from the portal is 8,000 
gallons a minute. 

Th e Nortonville Coal Company 
is making another opening at 
Nortonville on the L. & N. R. R. 
They have struck a fine vein of 
coal there and the new mine is a 
slope. The first mine they open- 
ed was on the I. C. R. R. and 
they are preparing to make two 
other opening on that line. Since 
this company began operations 
there has been quite an im- 
provement in 'Nortonville and 
many new buildings have been 
erected. 

The Buffalo Creek Coal Com- 
pany have erected twenty-five 
houses at tho Daniel Boone mine 
for the use of the miners who 
are working at their mine near 
St. Charles. 

The new machinery for the 
Bell Coal & Mining Company's 
mine at Sturgis, Ky., arrived at 
that place last Friday, Tho en- 
gine is a magnificent one of two 
hundred horse power built by 
the Erie Machine Works, of 
Erie, Pa. The flying wheel and 
hoisting drum weigh several 
tons each and all of tho mach- 
inery is first class and up-to-date. 

Henry Magenheimer of the 
Daniel Boone mine was here 
Sunday visiting his parents. 

Pat Blair of the Diamond mine 
was in town this week. 

William Lacy of the St. Char- 
les mine has accepted a position 
as foreman at the Daniel Boone 
mine. 

Tho operators of West Virginia 
have decided to ask the men to 
take a reduction in wages, giving 
as their reason that the present 
price of coal will uot justify 
them in paying the wages called 
for in the present scale. The 
operators are fully organized and 
from the best information ob- 
tainable have their plans com- 
pleted so that, when the time 
conies all will bo in accord and 
the demand for a reduction will 
be all along the line. Should the 
demand be refused it is under- 
stood that the mines will be 
closed indefinitely. 

It is claimed that during the 
past eleven years the average 
productive capacity of American 
mines per man per day has been 
increased over 25 per cent, while 
in Germany the productive cap- 
acity per man per day has dimin- 
ished in many of the mines and 
in others it has remained stat- 
ionary. The reasons which are 
attributed to the increase in the 
United States are the introduc- 
tion of mining machines, ant 
more competent miners, and 
a wider knowledge and improve* 
ment in the system of miningj^ 
this country. All these hay| 
tended toward greater efficiency 
and better results.
